TOKYO, Feb. 22.—()—Bad news 
from Shanghai gave rise tonight to 
considerable anxiety in authoritative 
civilian circles. Press dispatches told 
of stubborn resistance by the Chinese 
army and said the Japanese offensive 
was meeting some reverses.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 23.—(Tuesday) 
Japanese soldiers lunged against Chi- 
nese bayonets and bullets dealing 
death over the entire Kiangwan- 
Chapei front today in a far-flung at- 
tempt to complete a surrounding move- 
ment and starve out the handful of 
defenders still stationed in the blasted 
ruins of Kiangwan village. 

The Chinese air force suffered a 
heavy loss when eight Japanese air- 
planes destroyed the airdrome at 
Hungjao, five miles west of Shanghai, 
with a rain of 25 bombs. All han- 
gars and planes they housed were con- 
sumed by fire that broke out with the 
bombs’ explosion. 

Rebuffed in every onslaught they 
have made on the center of the Chi- 
nese line at Kiangwan, the Japanese 
flung their full strength at the Chi- 
nese positions on both sides of the vil- 
lage.

Struggle of Death. 

The hostile forces were at grips in 
a struggle of death from the limits 
of Chapei northward to the outskirts 
of Kiangwan and northwestward 
through the village of Mo Hang Chen, 
two miles beyond Kiangwan. 

From the Japanese liné&s a barrage 
of artillery cut the way for the in- 
fantry advance, while airplanes show- 
ered explosives on the entrenched Chi- — 
nese. The Japanese’ soldiers crept 
forward behind smoke screens, drawn 
across their route to protect them 
against the vigilant eyes of the Chi- 
nese gunners. ’ 

The Japanese were clearly on the 
offensive, seeking to clear the Chinese 
away from the positions in front, but 
made slow headway against’ the 
smashing Chinese fire. They pushed 
forward foot by foot, dodging from 
grave mound to grave mound in the 
face of the constant spurt of Chinese 
bullets.

Atlanta Music-Lovers Dazzled 
.,. By Horowitz’s Finish, Artistry 


Atlanta’s musical world had «been 
eagerly anticipating Horowitz's first 
southern appearance, but the perfor- 
mance by this dazzling young Russian 

ianist heard in the city auditorium 

onday evening, so far exceeded their 
keenest 'expectation that they were 
left breathlessly thrilled. 

Horowitz possesses a techhique that 
is incredible, the kind that most 
pianists dream of, yet never attain, 
with a power and speed that is awe- 
inspiring. Yet in Horowitz's playing 
there is never any feeling of display 
of technical ability-—he uses this mon- 
strous gift as a means to an end, 
which is artistry and finish in inter- 
pretation. 

Opening with “Adagio and Fugue” 
from Bach’s “Toccata in C major,” 
(Busoni arrangement) he immediately 
identified himself as a master. The ex- 
quisitely perfect “Rondo in E flat 
major,” Hummel, with impeccable 
phrasing, was followed by seven de- 
lightful Brahms valses, (opus 39). He 
climaxed the first half of the program 
with a performance of Brahms’ “Va- 
riations on a Theme of Paganini” that 
was mignificent. 


Proving himself a tone-poet in the 
Chopin group, which included “Bar- 
carolle, Opus 60,” two captivating 
mazurkas, C sharp minor and F sharp 
minor, and the fleet etude in F minor, 
opus 10, Horowitz employed a tone 
that was sometimes liquid, sometimes 
clearly cool, sometimes warm and 
shimmering, and always poetic. 

Tenderness, beauty, love — these 
were the qualities of his interpreta- 
tion of Liszt’s “Sonetta del Petrar- 
ca, No. 128,” while the Liszt “Pa- 
anini Etude” -quickened the pulse 
in its startling ease of performance. 

It may safely be said that even the 
staunchest classicists in the audience 
weakened under the power of Horo- 
witz’s interpretations of the Stravin- 
sky groups, which shed a new’ fight 
and beauty on modernism in musical 
literature. 


Whispering’ delicacy pervaded the 
Chopin “Minute Waltz,” given as en- 
core, and rippling beauty character- 
ized Liszt’s “Au bord d'une source,” 
also an encore. Horowitz's own fa- 
mous transcription of themes from 
Bizet’s “Carmen,” was given as a 
final encore.

After fighting for six hours, Lieu- 
tenant Walton volunteered to lead 
16 men in a night patrol of the town 
of Cornay, which was held by many 
enemy machine gun posts. The party 
worked at clearing the town of the 
enemy from 11.0’clock at night until 
the next morning, capturing 65 pris- 
oners and two machine guns. 

With three soldiers he entered an 
enemy dugout and captured 23 Ger- 
mans.

[Eloquent Tribute Is Paid 
~ To District of Columbia 


A tribute to the District of Colum- 
bia, which was read during a nation- 
wide NBC broadcast February 22, 
connection with the opening of, Wash- 
ington bicentennial celebrations in the 
United States capital and throughout 
the United States.

Measured against the background of 
human history, it was only yesterday 
that Georgia Washington and Pierre 
YEnfant, the young French engineer, 
tramped the “ten miles square” beside 
the Potomac, seeing visions, shaping 
the plan of a noble capital. . 

Ten years later, in 1800, the gov- 
ernment staff of 131 clerks, moved 
down from Philadelphia and found 
only a few boarding houses and tem- 
porary shacks along the rutted muddy 
cart track, now Pennsylvania avenue. 
All else was wilderness, 

In the east room of the White 
House, then not even plastered, 
Abigail Adams, wife of the second 
president, hung out her washing. To 
a fence rail in front of the capitol 
building, Thomas Jefferson tied his 
horse, and stalking into the senate 
chamber, took the oath of office. ‘ 

This was yesterday. Today from the 
gallery of that same senate chamber 
one can in imagination picture the 
whole panorama of our national life. 
One hears the thunder: of Webster's 
voice, the persuasive eloquefice of Cal- 
houn and Clay. Every chair has held 
its great man. History comes near. 

No street or avenué but has its hal- 
lowed memories; no building is with- 
out some treasure which, alone, would 
repay a pilgrimage. In the library of 
congress you can see the Declaration 


of Independence in Jefferson’s hand- 
writing, with the corrections of Adams 
and Benjamin Franklin between the 
lines. ere, too, is the engrossed 
original of the Constitution. At the 
state department .you can see the 
emancipation’ proclamation, in the 
hand of Abraham Lincoln; and in 
the National museum Washington’s 
sword, and the desk af which Jeffer- 
son penned the Declaration. 

There in the national museum are 
parts of the first American steam en- 
gine, the Benjamin Franklin printing 
pfess, the Morse telegraph, Howe's 
sewing machine, Edison’s first tinfoil 

honograph and Lindbergh’s plane, the 
Spirit of St. Louis. The whole thrill- 
ing record of Yankee ingenuity unfolds 
itself. there — America’s stupendous 
contribution to the making of the 
modern world. 

From the top of Washington monu- 
ment you can see far down the Po- 
tomac, toward Mount Vernon. Across 
the river in Arlington rest the heroes 
of six wars. To the northwest lies 
historic Georgetown. And almost at 
your very feet that sacred shrine 
wherein sits the tragic, lonely, marble 
form of Lincoln—the noblest memorial 
ever erected by a people to a leader 
.whom it loved. 

All this is Washington—a vast ca- 
thedral, housing the nation’s monu- 
ments, typifying its ideals. And to- 
day, along historic Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, you can see with your. own eyes 
the beginning of the colossal enter- 
prise in capital building which, when‘ 
completed, will bring to realization the 
exalted dream of our first president. 
Not until you have seen your coun- 
try’s capital do you really know 
America. See it, feel it. The tradi- 
tions of the past will grip your heart. 
The actualities of the present will 
thrill you to the center of your being. 
Prouder than ever you will be to say, 


“T, too, am an Anjierican.”

Health Talks

PIPE DOWN ON THAT WHEEZE. 

Having diagnosed asthma—which 
means not only making sure it is 
asthma but also determining by study 
of the patient’s history and by rou- 
tine skin tests precisely what specific 
protein substance is responsible for 
the attacks—the physician is in a posi- 
tion to advise the patient how to 
avoid further trouble or how to ‘fe- 
move from his enyironment the excit- 
ing factor of the attacks. If neither 
of these is feasible, then the physician 
may immunize the patient against the 
unavoidable protein. 

But suppose the diagnosis shows 


one or maybe a whole series of dif- 
ferent proteins. In that case a kind 
of. shotgun immunization may em- 
ployed with some success, that is, the 
patient is given gradually increasing 
doses of homeopathic quantities of 
the offending proteins, of course by 
hypodermic injections, over a period 
of several weeks or months, 

In England more than in America 
physicians have employed a kind of 
general immunization treatment for 
asthma with fair success—they inject 
gradually increasing doses of peptone, 
which is partly digested albumen. In 
this country the same general im- 
munization treatment has been used 
with success in some cases, only here 
the favorite remedy is typho-bacterin 
or pure horse serum. 

The ductless glands have something 
to do with the metabolism or oxida- 
tion and destruction of toxins or pro- 
tein poisons or foreign proteins in 
the body. Prolonged administration 
of ductless gland extracts or hor- 
mones, particularly those of the thy- 
roid and adrenal glands, proves most 
helpful in many cases of asthma, 
though of course such treatment 
would be quite foolhardy for any one 
to take without the constant super- 
vision of a physician, The special ex- 
tract of the adrenal gland, or its se 
cretion, called adrenalin, is famous 


las an emergency remedy for relief of 


severe asthmatic seizures. 
In recent years an extract of a 
Chinese herb, called ephedra or. ephe- 
drin has been found to produce ef- 
fects quite similar to the effects of 
adrenalin, Either adrenalin or ephe- 
drin may be satisfactorily applied in 
the form of a spray of a very dilute 
solution of the medicine in normal 
salt solution, in nose and throat, at 
intervals while the attack is on. 
Iodides or iodin in one form or an- 
other have long enjoyed good repute 
as a kind of “alterative’ remedy for 
asthma. Every normal adult and 
child should have a suitable iodin ra- 
tion; if there is any asthma, then the 
patient needs iodin all the more. We 
cannot specify a proper dose or quan- 
tity of iodin for the asthmatic pati- 
ent, but I do advise every normal 
adult or school child to take a drop 
of ordinary tincture of iodin, in a 
little water, once a week throughout 
the year, as a safe and tried means 
of insuring the essential iodin ration. 
Adults may prefer to take the drop 
of iodin every day for a month in 
each of the four’ seasons—say in 
March, June, September and Decem- 
ber. Those with asthma will rarely 
find a drop of tincture of iodin every 
day in the year more than 1s good 
for them. 
Iodin is a natural stimulant to 
the function of the thyroid gland, and 
indirectly it makes the adrenal gland 
more efficient, I believe.

“Proudly we report to our forefa- 
thers,” the president said, “that the 
republic is more secure, more con- 
stant, more powerful, more truly great 
than at any other time in its his- 
tory.’ 

Almost all of the thirty-first presi- 
dent’s day was given to honoring the 
memory of the first. 


Accompanied throughout the day by 
*Mrs. Hoover, he returned to the 
White House for luncheon and with- 
in two hours was in Alexandria, Va., 
frequented "by Washington in the pre- 
revolutionary period when the capital 
was a stretch of marshland across the 
Potomac. 

He stood in a reviewing stand with 
Governor Pollard, of Virginia, as 
thousands marched past. The air was 
sharp,- but the sun had a touch of 
warmth in it. Bands blared at spaced 
intervals throughout the procession. 
Bicentennial year or no, Alexandria 
marches each year on Washington’s 
birthday. 

There still remained for the chief 
executive the trip to Mount Vernon, 
a shrine of Washington memories. 
With members of his cabinet and their 
Wives around him and hundreds of 
spectators deep-packed in a wider cir- 
cle, Mr. Hoover placed a wreath* upon 
an ivy-covered brick tomb with the 
significant inscription: ‘Within this 
enclosure rests the remains of George 
Washington.” 

Walking back to the colonial man- 


sion overlooking the Potomac, Mr. 
Hoover in talked of Washington. 
He told his hearers, many of them 
educators gathered for the National 
Education Association meeting in 
Washington: “You come from all 
parts of the country, which Were un- 
known to Washington, but he en- 
visaged their greatness.” 


Gatherings of officials and celebri- 
ties are old stories to the city named 
for the man honored today.

“To no one of the great posts of 
responsibility which he held over 
many years did he aspire,” said the

Doubt as to Value of 
: Change Will Soon Dis-

(Editor’s Note: This is the fourth 
of a series*of articles written for

Member Rules Committee. 

The new rule in football declaring 
the ball dead at any time when any 
portion of the ball carrier's person 
other than his hands or feet touches 
the ground has aroused some adverse 
criticism. 

There can be little doubt about the 
reason that was behind the framing 
of this rule: It was enacted to pre- 
vent opponents from piling up on a 
man who had fallen to the ground. 
Whatever doubt there is about the 
wisdom of this rule will probably dis- 
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appear when the interpretations of 
this rule are published. 
’ The mhin reason for this rule; 
change was for the protection of a 
player who had fallen to the ground 
either after coming through the line 
or after recovering a fumble. Every 
one has seen the secondary defense 
men come up and place their knees 
on the back of an opponent who had 
fallen to the ground after a drive 
through the line. Very often the plac- 
ing of the knee was done none too) 


gently. 
FUMBLES. 

The case of a man recovering a 
fumble has become the survival of the 
fittest. The rule as it will in all 
probability apply after final interpre- 
tation is that a man who has fallen 
to the ground will be protected from 
having opponents pile on him, This 
rule ix in absolute operation today in 
professional football. Whenever a | 
plaver in the professional league falls 
to the ground the ball is dead. Ex- | 
wrience bas tnught these players that | 
t is suicide even to wiggle the ears | 
after falling to the ground. Refrain- 
ing from piling on a man who is on 
the ground by himself is an unwritten 
law in the professional league and has 
disappeared altogether. 

The rule has the disadvantage, of 
course, in that under its present form 
it applies to a man who is in the 
open, and too far away from the 
opponents to undergo any risk of in- 
jury if he does get up. I imagine

‘Dead Ball’ Rule To Curb Injuries

DESIRED EFFECT. 

The interpretation would be very 
easy to apply, it seems to me. The 
rule probably will have a_ farther 
reaching effect in that it almost auto- 
matically changes the fumble rule into 
a situation where a fumble is dead 
for the offensive team as well as 
the defensive team unless the fumble 
is caught before it strikes the ground 
or is recovered by an offensive play- 
er without falling to the ground in re- 
covering the ball. The rule will, in 
this shape, have the effect that the 
late Knute Rockne desired strongly to 
apply to fumbled balls several years 
ago. 

I think that the application of this 
rule will go a long way toward stand- 
ardizing officiating all over the coun- 
try in the matter of ruling on the 
forwatd progress of the ball. Every 
one who has seen intersectional games 
in various sections of the country has 
noticed a great variance in the at- 
titude of officials in declaring when 
the forward progress of the ball has 
been stopped. 

IN THE SOUTH. 


In the south officials allow very 
little opportunity for a ball carrier 
to make the final effort to die for 
Dear Old Rutgers with an extra 
lunge or twist to gain a few extra 
precious yards. In other sections the 
ball is put in play at the farthest 
point to which the ball carrier was 
able to advance it. In our section the 
referee is constantly moving the ball 
back a yard or two from force of 


A lengthy conversation during the 
last football season with an official 
has come to my mind since this rule 
was passed, that should give the aver- 
age fan a pretty good slant toward 
the application of this rule. The man 
I refer to is one whom I consider the 
best referee I have seen in any see- 
tion of the country for the past five 
or six years. 

After a game in which I thought he 
bad called a runner back frem a 
touchdown unjustly we were discuss-

ing the rule relating to forward prog- 


ress of the ball. He stated that he had | 
never in his life applied the actual | 


rule about declaring the ball dead. 

He stated that he always declared 
the ball dead when the forward prog- 
ress of the ball had stopped regard- 
less of whether or not the ball ecar- 
rier was in the grasp of an opponent. 
This man, considered by more than a 
dozen coaches to be one of our best 
officials, has for six years been ap- 
plying the rule that was passed this 
winter, and has been receiving no crit- 
icism. 

Hie stated that he had never allow- 
ed a runner to get up off the ground 
to aglvance the ball. Our players, as 
well as the men on many other teams 


in the conference, enjoy this man’s 
work above all others because he has | 
for years been giving them the pro- | 
tection that the present rule intends | 
to give. 

The best part of the story is that the 
official admitted he did not do it be- 
cause he thoug it the player needed 
protection, but because he did not 
know that the last half of the rule 
(namely the words “in the grasp of 
an opponent’) was in the book. 
Hither his ignorance of the rule or 
his foresightedness in working a 1932 
rule in 1927 made wim the best of- 
ficial I have seen.

Mr. Goren saw that the Dummy lack- 
ed sufficient entries to try a double 
finesse in clubs, so he immediately 
conceded a trick in that suit by lead- 
ing a low club toward the Dummy. 
West won with the nine and led an- 
other spade, which East won with the 
Knave. East then led the deuce of 
hearts and here Mr. Goren decided to 
play the hand upon the theory that 
East had held five spades, four hearts, 
two diamonds and two clubs and that 
the King of hearts was in the West 
hand.

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 
Keeping the Bidding Open. 
Question: Dealer opened with two 
spades; second player passed. Deal- 
er’s partner declared two no-trump, 
having a flat hand with four small 


spades. Third player passed, where- 
upon Dealer declared three spades. 
Next player passed and Dealer's part- 
ner raised to four spades. 

Dealer went down 1 trick and ac- 
cused partner of having had no right 
to raise to four. His partner reason- 
ed that he did so in compliance with 
your rule: 

‘Regardless of responses, both part- 
ners must automatically keep the bid- 
ding open until some game bid is 
reached,” 

I should appreciate very much if 
you would let me know who of the 
iwo partners you consider was right.

Answer: After an Opening two-bid 
the bidding must be kept open auto- 
matically until game is reached and 
it is merely a question of selecting 
the best declaration. Holding 51-2 
honor-tricks or more in one or both 
hands justifies the assumption that 
game can be made in the declaration 
best suited to the combined hands, 
This expectation materializes in a 
vast majority of cases.

Bank clearings for 47 leading cities 
of the United States, as reported to 
Bradstreet’s, advanced 3.1 per cent 
over the preceding week.

The relatively 
better showing in bank clearings out- 
side of New York this week is, no 
doubt, a reflection of better trade con- 
ditions due to the improved sentiment 
caused by the proposed reconstruction 
finance program.

‘House Beautiful,’ at Erlanger, 
Is Play otf Spiritual Romance 


Youth, planning life; middle age. 
struggling with problems of home and 
security; old age, looking. hackward 
upon ‘the accomplishments, the tri- 
umphs and the failures of the past— 
all will find in “House Beautiful,” 
Channing Pollock’s delightful play now 
at the Erlanger theater, something to 
touch the tenderest chords of their 
spirit. 

“House Beautiful” is essentially a 
play of ordinary people. Its characters 
are, in the eyes of the materialist, mere- 
ly the everyday characters of every lit- 
tle suburban town. Its heroisms are 
the heroisms of the fireside, its cour- 
age is the courage of simple things and 
its triumphs are the triumphs that are 
acclaimed only by those who love and, 
loving, understand. 


It tells the story of Archie and 
Jennifer Davis, an average couple who 
start life together as the play begius. 
It carries us with them through a 
life that, to the outsider, might be 
called a failure but which to the hearts 
that really know, is a victorious bat- 
tle against tremendous odds, a battle 
fought to the song of trumpets and a 
ab won with the accolade of knight- 

ood. 


Mr. Pollock has writtem a beautiful 
thing in his play. It has been staged 
with delightful effect by Crosby Gaige. 
It is played effectively and understand- 
ingly by a highly competent group of 
players and it found, last night at 
the Erlanger, a highly appreciative 
and understanding audience to com- 
plete the cycle of essentials to a suc- 
cessful evening in the theater. 


Turning to the personal, the per- 
formance of Ethel Intropidi as Jen- 
nifer Davis stands out all through the 
play. She portrays the spiritual beauty 
of the wife who recognizes the nobil- 
ity of her husband with utmost fidel- 


ity. She interprets the lovely—lines the 
playwright has written for her tongue 
with tender appreciation. As Ar- 
chie Davis, John Griggs is sympa- 
thetic, likable and altogether admirable, 
He has a role that is, by its very 
nature, subdued, but one that he makes 
live with compelling beauty. 

George Oliver Taylor is excellent 
as Dr. Brink, while Henry Richards 
and Betty Oakwood are delightful as 
ithe younger generation. And Archie 
Maddox, the boy, was that rarity on 
the stage, a real boy. 

Alma Brock deserves special com- 
mendation for her bit as Nina Bax- 
ter, while others in the entirely sat- 
isfactory cast were John C. King, 
Homer Barton, Marjorie Jarecki, 
Philip Van Zandt and Mary Alice 
Collins, 

The staging of the play is unique. 
The number of scenes ‘is too great 
to compile by a _non-mathematical 
-mind. Yet the method by which one 
dissolves into the next is so smooth, 
so clever, that there is never a break 
in the continuity. The curtain never 
falls until the end of each act, scenes 
being silently changed on a darkened 
stage, carrying the story on from one 
period in the life cycle to another 
without a break. The ticking of the 
;clock in the darkness and the grow- 
‘ing of the pine trees, noticed through 
the window at upper left, are espe- 
cially notable for their symbolic ef- 
fectiveness. 

It is, altegether, one of the most 
beautiful contributions to the stage 
that Atlanta has seen in recent years, 

Of course, you won't, all of .you, 
see it. Nevertheless, you should. Per- 
formances tonight and Wednesday 
night, with matinee Wednesday, af- 
ford three opportunities.
